I deſire no greater honour to be given to 
King, then to be thought the body to a paire of wings,goe ſee ithe 
can flye without that body, fo it may be ſaid next unte God, inthe 
King your bedy yec live and move, and have your being, and for 
your (trength, 1t is tru, yee have enough, but for what ? evento 
eate up one another alive, av it isin the Jewiſh proverb. 

Sixthly, But if the people have not thoſe rights and priviſedges 
which they enjoyd under his predeceſſors, may they not co.nethen 
to him with quid agis ?

ani deſtructive toa Common-wealth, | 
Laſtly, may not the people come unta the King with quid ag: ? 
if he intend and threaten to deſtroy the whole State, as Nero and C- 
lignla, or if he intend to give up bimlelfe and his kingdome without 
the tubjeds canlent not only 11 P 4trocininm but in F is One, tO ance 
ther Prince. In bBth theſe caſes, ex hyporke/i, that there hath been no 
rebellion in the fubjeRt, and then the caſcsare morally impatiÞile; 
Gratizs, Barclay, and eAbbas, Winzalus, are of opinion that the Law 
of nature doth return unto the people reinbab for wah 
ſclves and eleR againe. But the holy Abþat is of abcttex opinion that 
the Law of Nature is not alwayes to be refund by Chriſtians, clpeci» 
ally here where it cannot be taken,but with many, yeniences ar d 
uacertainties both from our not knowing what isa full intention and 
for defect of alawfull Judge, and inregard of oppo to other Nay 
tions, and beſide theſe a breach of many Lawes of Chrſlanitie.

treyman, with the reſt of the more learned Lawyers, had fo ve» 
hemently proſecuted to inſnare him in the linkes and traps of 
puiltinefle; and in breife the Lords, who as yet were wnpoy/oned 
by the leavened fubtilty of this bitter faRtion, could finde not a- 
ny one of all thoſe articles to be Treaſon , by any Law that 
was yet eſtabliſhed in this Land, ſic te ſervavit Apells ; fo God 
delivered him,as he thought and bis friends hopea, our of all theſe 
troubles.
